Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Convention : 

Having taken the oath prescribed by the Constitutiqn, I deem.it-teeessary, 
before entering upon the duties devolving on me, as the Executive обсег of 
the ‘Provisional Government, just created, to present to this Convention, and 
%0 my fellow citizens at large, some of the views that I entartgin and the policy 
which ЕНШІ govern my actions in endeavoring to carry into effect the admin- 
istration of the new Territorial Government. Preyious to this hawever, I 
ogtinot refrain from tendering to you my heartfelt thanks, for the honor,you 
Have во generotfsly conferred upon me, in selecting me as the chief Exeqhtive 
of, the Provisional Government—the marks of approbation, Which I havé 
received 46 your hands is very flattering to my feelings indeed, and I cannot 
At this moment, find‘ words, in the vocabulary of my language, strong, enough 
to convey to you my sincero gratitude; ‘if, however, a faithful discharge of 
the duties of the office pertaining to the Gubernatorial chair, will be ару 
ré¢ompénse for the honor you have with one spirit, so unanimously and 
generously conferred on me, I pledge my sacred honorit shall be done to the 
strict letter of that Constitution under which we are acting, and with a proper 
respect to the laws of the United States. In carrying out these. measures, 
however, should I unfortunately err, and to do so is haman—you must. attri-

here were probably many reasons why. T should not have accepted the 
ffiée of Governor, but there is one very cogent one which has mainly prompted 
mein so doing, and that is, my just conviction, that every individual, hów- 
ever exalted or humble his position in life máy be, when called upon by his 
fellow ojtizens, to serve them in a public capacity, hé should cheerfully accede

In the organization of а government, like theone we have just established, 
there aro numerous difficulties to contend with, and many serious obstacles 
tó'sürmount before wecan mature things for the-best interests of che Tertitory 
and meet the approbation of all of our fellow citizens—I shall, however; 
trusting in your sound judgment‘and wise counsel; enter: upon Ње, discharge 
"of the. duties of office, with а degree of confidence.” 7.” Шы

It is well known to you, gentlemen, that we have as yet little or no statis- 
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#641 information, by which we can arrive át any data, In regard to the fiscal 
affairs of the Provisional Government—no direct fax can be levied upon.the: 
péople—and, the Mesilla valley and the country immediately surrounding ity 
are the only places that have heretofore paid merchants and pedlars licenses, 
бю. These liconses from all sources, amounted in the aggregato, yearly, to 
between cightard nine thousand dollars; this anm was payable into the treag: 
игу of New Mexico, under dur present organization it will be paid into the 
. treasury of our Provisional Government, and it will go fur in, helping te . 
liquidate the expenses of the officers, printing, ete., of the new government. 
So soon as the County elections are held, and Probate Judges, und Sheriffs 
are duly installed, in the several Counties in the Territory, we shall probably- 
be able to arrive at п correct conclusion, as what sum can be raised annually; 
to defray the expenses of the government. From all the information I oan; 
gäther from those who are best acquainted with the facts, by.pursuing a pru- 
dent and an economical course—the revenues which will accrue to the Gor- 
ernment, under the old system, tlie licenses imposed by the stitutes of New 
Mexico, dud which would have been assessed in the western portion of the 
Territory, had the new County been organized—will be amply sufficient to 
meet all the wants of thé Government. " io 
The main pause, for the non=collection. of licenses by the officers of the 
Territory of New Mexico, in the western portion of the Territory of Arizona, 
can be attributed to the fact, that this portion of Arizona, is far removed from 
Santa Fe,( Tucson being over 600 miles, and Arizona and Gila cities 900 miles 
from the chpital of New Mexico) the location of a government, which failed 
to afford us апу protection, or to enatt the necessary laws to enable us at least 
to have some show of a form of government, under which we, civilized as we 
claim to be, could peacezbly exist. The County of Dona Ana comprised the 
whole:of the Gadsden pruo and two towns on the est side of the Ria 
Grande Laus Cruces and Dona Ana, containing n population of four thousand 
Land the entire county containg an estimated population of 11,000 souls: 
and my opinion is, gentlemen, when the census of tho Territory shall have 
been taken, it will far exceed that number. This same county, covering 88»

The people of 
New Mexico have no feelings in common with the people of Arizona, and vice 
verva—our habits, tastes and pursuits gre different; and while we desire to be 
upon friendly terms with them socially in our Territorial matters, for the 
future, all we osk—in order to cement the bond of friendehip—s to be let alone; 
for we have the presumption to think that we have arrived at that stage of 
‘the proceedings in our Territorial affairs, which forces us to attempt, alleast, 
to inhhage for ourselves, . : 
Bo soon as the Territorial Legislature shall meet, I will embrace the oppor- 
tunity of calling its attention to the propriety of a geological survey of the 
Territory. The principal object should be to ascertain and make known, 
abroad, the immense wealth of our Territory in minerals, and’in agrieultural 
and grazing resources, with'a view to their full development. These objects 
are eminently practicable, and at a very trifling expense this information can 
be obtained. The publication of such a report, showing as it no doubt would, 
the inexhaustible mineral wealth of the Territory, its fine grazing properties, 
and its beautiful valleys adapted for agricultural purposes, capable of fnrnish- 
ing, to a large number of artisans and laborers, employment in our silver, 
gold and edppor mines, and homes for hundreds of sturdy emigrants and their 
families; such a report I am confident, gentlemen, made by one thoroughly 
acquainted with the sciences of geology and mineralogy—would soon rapidly. 
inérense our population, and would add to the immensely cumulative testi- 
mony why Congress should speedily give us a Territorial Government. ` 
It is well known to you gentlemen, that the Gadsden purchase, which com- 
prises the vast majority of the Territory of Arizona, was at the time of the 
Transfer by Mexico, to the United States, inhabited chiefly by wild and savage 
tribes of Indians—the roving, thieving and murdering Apachés—who existed 
mainly by forays into Sonora to steal horses and cattle. Some time since a 
treaty was made by some of the United States military officers, and others 
attached to the Indian Agency, and the ehiefs of these savage tribes, who 
agreed in-their stipulations that no further depredations should be committed. 
by them upon the residents of Arizona—the officers, on the part of the United 
States agreeing to furnish the various tribes, farming implements, seeds for 
planting, “таша” to cóver their nakedness, and trinkets and baubles, such. 
as the Indian delights to display on his person. On the part of the Govern- 
ment officers these treaty stipulations were sacredly kept, the Indians receiv~ 
ing all that was promised them. But did they, gentlemen, perform their 
part of the contract? Far from it. It is true, for afew months after the treaty. 
was made, we hoard nothing of Apache depredations within our borders—ex- 
cept occasionally a horse, a mule, or a beef háving been stolen, or their having 
ade а requisition upon the Overland Mail stations for flour, corn, ete., which: 
for the sake of'peace,in every instance their demands were complied with, 
and their petty thefts overlooked. But recently, emboldened by success, the’ 
instincts of their savage nature have predominated; they haye driven off our 
stock, murdered our citizensin 6018 blood, and forced our women and children 
into captivity. ка " 
Gentlemen, if we expect to live іп Arizona and prosper, we must teach the 
savages в salutary lesson—one that will be lasting and effective—no more 
resents and worthless treaties. They have commenced the strife and wish 
от war. War, be it then—warto the knife, and the knife to the hilt,

The laws and regulations regulating the 
militia of the Territory of New Mexico, so far as they may be applicable to 
this Territory and not inconsistent with the provisions above named and the 
laws of the United States, shall govern the militia of the Provisional Goy- 
ernment of the Territory of Arizona, until otherwise altered or amended by 
the Logislature of the Territory.
